York Times, of Monday, which contains 


special and quite lengthy report on the 


crop prospects of 1883. It is composed 
of telegraphic dispatches from 129 differ- 
ent points in tho United States. We 
presume tho report is as reliable as any 
report can bo at this soison of the year. 
Probably 
no 
more 
valuable 


and trustworthy presentment of tho con - 
dition and prospects of almost the entire 
crop-producing area of the country is at 
present attainable, and it affords a basis 
tor the whole business outlook of the 
country which will be greatly appreciat- 
ed m business centers. The importance 
to trade of the agricultural outlook is 
shown by tho fact that during tho five 
yeiirs last past agricultural products have 
averaged over four-fifths of the total ex- 
port trade of the country. 
Their total 


amount during that period has been 
53,100,000,000, averaging annually over 
$020,000,000, The most important item 
ia this amount is the wheat product, and 
the prospect, as shown by these reports, 
is very encouraging for the present year.

productive 
one, the 
product 


of 
wheat being 
502,000,000 bush- 


els, against 383,000,000 bushels for the 
year preceding, and the average for the 
past ten years, has been 354,000,000 bush- 
els. According to present indications, 
tho product this year will not be much if 
any less than it was last j car, when it 
was more than 110,000,000 bushels above 
the average of thd^ past ten years. The 
states which show a -lower average thou 
last year are Ohio, Indiana,' Illinois and 
Missouri, while a considerable gain is ex- 
pected in Wisconsin, Iowa and Minneso- 
ta, and a heavy gain [m Colorado, Utah> 
California and the valley of the Columbia, 
and some gain in the southern states.' So 
far as any judgment thus enrly can be 
formed o£ tho corn crop, it is hkoly to be 
larger than in 1880, '-in which year it was 


exceptionally large, being over 1,700,000,' 
000 bushels. 


The Times in commenting on the re- 


port says: "The excellent reason they 
afford for the most hopeful view in re- 
gard to the general crops other than those 
which enter most largely into the exports. 
Thus, there is a very remarkable increase 
in the acreage and in the probable yield 
of the crop of oats; the hay crop, in those 
regions whero it is forward enough to 
judge of the probabilities, is in a most 
promising condition; tho fruits, both in 
the central western and the southern snd 
in the Pacific states, give every indication 
of n large yield, while the miscellaneous 
crops ore all in a generally flattering 
state. Upon a careful survey of the 
whole field, we believe that the influence 
is fully justified that, while wo shall no* 
have a 'booming1 year—which is not to 
be regretted—there is a solid basis for a 
healthy, progressive, profitable, general 
trade."

Preparations Complete for the 


Opening of Eoebling's Mas- 


ter Work.

NEW YORK, May 
24.—The 
great 


bridge will be dedicated to-day, and Friday it 
will bo open to the public. The column will 
Btart in timo to roach tho Now York tower at 
1:SO p. in. Tho Twenty-third regiment will 
act as escort in Brooklyn. As tho preaidaat 
reaches tho Now York towor the guns on Gov- 
ernor's inland and tha ahipa o: war ot tho 
north Atlantic squadron, at anchor in tho 
East rivor, will flro tho presidential saluto. 
VChoii tlio 'head of tho column roaches tho 
Brooklj-n tower a similar salute will bo fired 
On that side. Tho ceremonies will take jplato 
in the bndga station building, at tho bauds 
atreot terminus of tho Sfrooklyn 
approach. 


Tho exorcises will bo presided over by Jamoa 
S T. Stanahac. At tar prayor by the Episco- 
pal bishop of Long Island, Sir. Kingsley, 
president of the bridge trustees, will present 
the bridge to tho two mayors. Edson and 
Low. 
Ouo hundred guns will then bo fi'rod 


from Governor's Island, tho war 
ships, 


Fort Green and Slagg 
street, 
Brooklyn. 


Mayor Low will speak, while Mayor Edaou 
simply accepts in behalf of Now York. Levy 
will play his cornet. Congressman A. H. 
Hewitt and tho Rev. Dr. Storm will speak, and 
the whole will close wilh mueio by ilio baud. 


After tho exorcises President Arthur and 


Governor Cleveland go to Mayor Low's roii_- 
duuco and dine, and will afterwards view tho 
fireworks from the samo house. There will 
be 
eighteen 
guests 
at 
the 
mayor's 


table. A recqmion will also be held at the 
residence of Chief Engineer W. A. Hooblinff. 
There is considerable decorating of buildings 
in tho vininity of the bridge in New York, but 
in Brooklyn the people have ontorod into this 
work very prolusolv. 
Tho day will bo a 


general holiday in Brooklyn. After tho lire- 
works there will bo a reception to President 
Arthur and Gen. Cleveland at tho Brooklyn 
Academy of Music. Tho failure to decorate 
tho public buildings of Now York generally is 
owing lo tho prejudices of tho foreign element 
composing the Now York Board of Aldermen, 
aroused by 
tho fact 
that this happens 


to 
bo the birthday 
of Queen . Victoria. 


All of tho public buildings in Brooklyn will be 
decorated with Hags and bunting, and in tho 
evening illumiriatod with Chinese lanterns and 
lights. The citizens will co-oporato generally 
in giving their residences, their private parks, 
and their thoroughfares a gala-day appear- 
ance.

Toese are Lieut CoL Morrow, an aid- 
do-camp on Gen. Sherman's staff, Paymaster 
Wasson, of tho army, Paymaster Smith, of 
the navy, CoL Hgea, of tho army, and CoL A. 
H. Niclterson. 


Colonel Morrow is guilty of having dupli- 


cated and triplicated hia pay accounts. Ho has 
a creditable army record, but has lived high 
since ho resided hero. Ho h.'vl arranged to 
compound with his creditors I* having them 
accept a largo section o" his salary, to be 
dr.iwn monthly, until 
tho claims should 


bo satisfied. This was agreed to by tho 
creditors, contingent upon 
tho 
paymaster 


general of tho army issuing an order to 
all paymasters not to pay Morrow's accounts 
until further orders. Morrow, at hie own re- 
quest, idao had an order i SB nod directing him 
to rejoin his regiment, alleging as an excuse 
that no was in debt and could thus retrench his 
expenditure, iloanwhilu tho secretary of war 
hoard of his duplicating his salary accounts, 
and it is probable ho will detail a court mar- 
tini.

Of Xo\v Land to be Thrown Open to 


Settlement on C., 31. & St. V. Rail- 
road --Mauascr Merrill Tulkw.

"Net-," emphatically. "Our policy," ho con- 


tinued, "ia to stock up, ballast, and perfect 
the thousand miles of now road wo havo in 
tho far west Wo do not propose to build now 
extensions unless compelled to by rival roads.
